There is another way, of 
course, and that-is the revival of the 
gentlemen's agreement with modifica- 
tions by simply exchanging notes, this 
however to be conditioned on a repeal 
of the discriminating provision in the 
existing law.

"Death Stroke" Kills At 


20 Miles, Inventor Say.s 


San Francinro—Dr. E^lwin R.Scott.' 


self styled inventor of what he terms 
a "death 
stroke." in tho form of 


"ca'nned lightning" which he claims 
will revolutionize existing war tactics, 
said Thursday that he would formal- 
ly request the navy department's as- 
sistance in testing his invention off 
the'California coast some time in Sep- 
tember. 


Dr. Scott plans to make the test 


with the aid of an old Battleship or a 
pilotless airplane, or both. These he 
said, he would ask the government to 
furnish him. 


Here are a few of the possibilities 


attributed to his' invention by Dr. 
Scott: 


Destruction of all life on land s«a 


or in the air, within a rdius of 20 
miles: disabling of all radio' appara- 
tus within a similar radiu*; destruction 


of the superstructures of battleships 
at a_dlstance of ten miles or more: 
the bringing down of airplanes from 
any height possible for a plane to 
achieve: destruction of disabling of 
land fortifciations at long distances. 


"In tests already conducted," said 


Dr. Scott, "holes were burned in txso- 
inch steel plates at a distance of one 
mile: dead trees have been fired at 
the same 
distance and 
animal life 


has been snuffed out at a distance 
ranging from three to seven miles." 


Dr. Scott is a native of Detroit, 


but now claims /'California, as his 
home. For nine years, he said, he was 
a student and protege of the late Dr. 
Charles P. Steinmetz. electrical wiz- 
ard of Schnectady, N. T. He credits 
Dr. Steinmetz with giving him the 
foundation principles for his death 
stroke.

PROGRESSIVE HOUSE IS IN ORDER 


Events are following in rapid succes- 


sion in the senatorial situation. Decisions 
are being made and information conveyed 
to the waiting public by the Progressives 
in their own good time. At the close of 
last week Governor Elaine and Kolicrt La 
Follette, Jr.. held a conference, at which 
a deal regarding the senatorship was made 
but denied. On Tuesday Mrs. La Follette 
made the announcement of her declination 
to run for the vacant senatorship. and on 
."Wednesday Governor Elaine issued a 
statement to the effect that the special: elec- 
tion would be called for a time most con- 
venient to the greatest number—presum- 
ably of Progressives. 
However, the. gov- 


ernor has given assurance that the elec- 
tion will be held in time for the success- 
ful candidate to qualify for the next sit- 
ting of congress in December. It is gen- 
erally understood that this means the pri- 
mary -will be held in September. 


"VThatever the Tdate, enough informa- 


tion has been given out by the executive 
to serve as a"notice to prospective candi- 
dates and the various political parties. The 
exact date is of small consequence. The 
encomium on young La Follette, issued by 
•the food and dairy commissioner simultan- 
eously with the statement of Governor 
Blaine. makes it morally certain that 
•the senator's son will have no Progressive 
opposition for nomination. If we could 
accept one-tenth of what Mr. Emery says, 
he ought to have no opposition from any 
source: indeed, he' should have replaced 
his venerable father years ago. 
"When 


young Bob takes the stump he may wish 
Mr. Elaine's agent had been a little less 
fulsome in his panegyric. 
According to

If this policy is winked 
at by the government, it shows a discrim- 
ination in favor of the socially and poli- 
tically influential and well-to-do. If we 
are going to have bonafide enforcement of 
the 18th amendment it should be without 
fear or favor and should cover all classes 
and all institutions. Events will shortly 
disclose whether the Fish Fans' club is 
sufficiently powerful to nullify the raid of 
prohibition agents.

Americanizing the great hordes of ne*.v im- 
migrants could be met by requiring eack 
newcomer to settle for "a reasonable 
time" in such part of the country as a. 
national board should prescribe, and by 
obliging an attendance in an Americani- 
zation school for two years. 
The league' 


does not even attempt to explain away 
the inevitable effect unlimited immigra- 
tion would have of lowering American 
wages. 


What the country needs is examination 


abroad, not to justify unlimited immigra- 
tion but to prevent the tragedy of quota 
races and deportation. It would be im- 
possible, or at least financially impracti- 
cable, to attempt to locate immigrants and 
follow them after they have passed our 
ports, assuring ourselves that they become 
good citizens. That must remain a matter 
of local initiative which in many American 
cities is constantly improving the methods 
of assimilation. 


Another statute" change we seem to 


need is the closing, at least of the Mexi- 
can boundary, and the requiring of the 
same qualifications for entry on the part 
of Mexicans and travelers from Mexico as 
on the part of Europeans.

Big Revenue but "Nixie"

tooday Is that of tho letter. And next 
to that is tho mailed 
parcel.

graveyard of the. postal service, the 
ticadletter office, reports that in the 
last year it had 21.000.000 dead let- 
tors and 
SOO.OOO deceased parcels of

This is an appalling rate and--a cost- 


ly one; costly not only to the govern- 
ment, 'but to the people, for if the 
postal service is to be undertaker to 
all this dead matter it must receive 
tho necessary funds.

their way to the dead letter office.

Can a -JO year old girl outgrow toothache if 


treated by a dentist? Can an old man aged 21 out- 
crow a broken IOK if tieatcil by a surgeon. These 
are questions which no one has asked. But some- 
body does ask this one: Can a child 5 years old out- 
grow St. Vitus' dance if treated by a doctor? 


The idea of "outgrowing" any disease, defect, de- 


formity or physical condition is a rather childish 
subterfuge whereby parent or sometimes an old 
fogy doctor attempts to salve his conscience for 
neglecting the proper examination, care or treat- 
ment of the unfortunate child.
